Associated Press Writer 
President Ford won a clean 
bill of health today from the 
Watergate special prosecutor in 
a probe of allegations that Ford 
had misued political campaign 
funds while a

‘The matter has now been 
closed and counsel for the Pres­ 
ident has been so advised,” 
special prosecutor Charles Ruff 
said in a two-page statement 
handed out to reporters. 
The White House announced 
that Ford will hold a news con­ 
ference at 7:30 p.m. EDT today 
to discuss the special prose­ 
cutor’s inquiry and answer que- 
sions on other subjects. It will 
be the President’s first formal 
news conference since Feb. 17. 
^ Word that Ford had been 
cleared of the charges came 
about the same time that Ford

broad range of new taxes. 
The amendment is being 
billed as a tax reform measure. 
Bond said one state official, he 
did not identify him, says 
passage of the amendment 
would provoke the kind of crisis 
needed to obtain tax reform in 
the state. 


Bond said his answer is that 
the state does not need gover­ 
nment by crisis. 
If tax reform is needed, Bond 
said it should not be done in a 
system struggling to survive. 
The big losers, if the bill 
should pass, would be education, 
mental health and other social 
programs, Bond said. He told 
the teachers state funds are 
legally committed to other areas 
and funding in the education and 
social areas are the only ones 
that can be cut. 
The state financial assistance 
program could not stand that 
kind of shock, Bond said. 
The $18 million would have to 
be recovered through a broad 
range of taxes, Bond said, ad­ 
ding that he does not know just 
which the Legislature would 
accept. 
Taking 
a 
swipe at 
his 
Democratic opponent, Joseph 
Teasdale, without mentioning 
his name, Bond said the state 
could not make up the loss by 
taxing business without driving 
businesses and jobs out of the 
state. Teasdale has said he 
would make up the loss by 
raising business taxes. 


He said some states have 
learned that their high tax rates 
have cost them jobs. Other 
states are cutting their taxes 
and trying to lure business back, 
he said. 
Bond later told the crowd at 
the barbecue that Teasdale’s 
only promise so far has been to 
raise taxes, something he called 
a “strange concept” in cam­ 
paigning. 
Bond told the teachers that he 
looks forward with hope and 
optimism 
to five areas of 
education, 
including early 
childhood and parent education, 
compentancy examinations, 
vocational education, consumer 
economics 
education 
and 
revision of the state funds for­ 
mula. 
Bond said there is a need to 
work with parents to help 
develop the potential of children 
before they attend school. He 
pointed to studies showing that 
the child learns most quickly in 
his very early years, before he 
attends school.

Someone murdered Orlando Otelier — brutally, by a 
bomb attached to his car — while he was driving to work 
in Washington, D.C. 
Mr. Otelier was a person of some political prominence. 
A one time Chilean ambassador to the United States, he 
was later minister of defense under the Marxist regime 
of Salvador Allende. Since Allende was overthrown in 
1973, Otelier has been a bitter opponent of the present 
military junta which rules Chile. So it was immediately 
assumed, apparently by just about everyone, that it was 
the junta which ordered and engineered Otelier’s 
murder. And it has sparked a great hue and cry among 
those opposed to the junta, blaming it for the atrocity and 
calling for the U.S. to cease all support for such an 
allegedly murderous goverament.The whole Left, in fact, 
has seized upon the crime as a cause celebre. 
Which certainly makes us wonder a bit who it really 
was who killed Mr. Otelier. Keep in mind that so far there 
is no proof of any kind that the Chilean Government was 
responsible.

Adjournment Cans 
Renegotiation Board

WASHINGTON- Just as 
German submarines preferred 
to strike at dawn or dusk, the 
special interests have found that 
the best time to torpedo 
legislation is during the end-of- 
the-season rush. 
Then the legislators are so 
impatient to adjourn Congress 
and head f a home that they don’t 
often botha to scrutinize the 
fine print. The action is also too 
fast for the public to follow. 
Earlia this month, Congress 
closed down f a the 1976 season, 
and the smoke is now beginning 
to clear from the adjournment 
rush.

NEW YORK — If bluntness 
a n be alchemized into ballots, 
Conservative Sen. Jim Buckley 
has whipped himself up quite a 
campaign here. Acting oh the 
theory that, in their harts, 
many white wakers believe 
they are being put upon by black 
and Hispanic communities in 
"reverse discrimination” on the 
job, 
Buckley has written 
directly to the laba chiefs 
declaring that he is their true 
champion.

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Longtime administrator is 
retiring from SeMo State

administrator 
Friday 
when 
Mary Helen Flentge retires as 
associate dean of students. 
But through Dean Flentge, a 
1932 graduate of the University 
of Missouri, will no longer be on 
the campus, she will be 
remembered there for her 
philosophy of education and her 
outspoken views. 
The dean has long felt that 
students should be accorded 
more respect and respon­ 
sibilities 
than they usually 
receive. 
“The most obviots fault there 
is in education today is the lack 
of respect shown to students,” 
said Dean Flentge. 
“There’s damn little of it,” 
added the outspoken deaa “Too 
many educators have no respect 
for their students. To them, 
they’re all brats.” 
Dean Flentge believes this to 
be a serious under-estimation of 
the quality of today’s youth. 
“Students respond to the level at 
which they are treated,” she 
said. “If you assume they are 
men and women, you hand them 
a certain amount of maturity. If 
they don’t come up to it, well, 
it’s something to look up for,” 
she continued. 
Instead 
of 
surpressing 
Students, Dean Flentge believes 
they should be encouraged. 
“It is important to com­ 
municate a level of expectation 
they can obtain, and not one 
where you hitch your wagon to a 
star. Few of of us will be stars 
and none of us needs to be a 
failure every night,” she said. 


Dean Flentge was recruited 
for her position in 1958 by former 
university president Mark, 
Scully, while she was pursuing a 
master’s 
degree 
at 
the 
University of Missouri. Though 
hired as the associate dean of 
students, she quickly became, at 
least unofficially, dean of 
womep. 
She had some reservations 
about the unofficial title, 
remembering the deans of 
women she had known to be 
“pigeon-breasted, 
unsmiling 
people.” 
However, her major concern 
in the beginning was about 
enforcing discipline. She wasn’t 
sure she could be a strict 
disciplinarian. However, she 
came to believe that discipline, 
not necessarily of a violent 
nature, can be a valuable 
learning tool. 
“I never asked students to like 
discipline, but I asked them to 
understand the necessity,” said 
Dean Flentge. 
One of the dean’s main regrets 
during her stay at Southeast 
Missouri State has been the 
rapid growth in enrollment. 
“The growth has bothered 
me,” she said, adding, “When it 
was below 2,000,1 knew most of 
the students, or at least the 
groups they were assocated 
with. After it reached 3,000, I 
lost communication. ” 
Dean Flentge, who joined the 
SeMo State staff after raising 
two daughters, has strong 
feelings about the treatment of 
women, both on the campus and. 
in society at large. 
“Women are chattel; that’s 
the traditional role women have 


played,” she declared. 
The 
dean 
— who 
can 
remember the days at SeMo 
State when women weren’t 
allowed off-campus in slacks, 
when shorts were forbidden in 
Academic Hall and when hand- 
holding between students on 
campus was prohibited — has 
always championed the cause of 
women students. 
She 
was 
particularly 
in­ 
strumental in the revision of the 
campus policy on women’s 
hours. 
After several years of trying, 
a key system was initiated for 
sophomore, junior and senior 
women. Several more years 
went by, and the system was 
extended to freshman women, 
effectively abolishing women’s 
hours, a move Dean Flentge felt 
long overdue. 
“It’s assumed that each young 
person who comes to college has 
the responsibility of a key," said 
the dean, again referring to the 
respect for students as people 
which she feels is all too often 
lacking. 
What lies ahead for Dean 
Flentge? According to her, 
enjoyment of retirement. 
“I’m outspoken. That’s an 
advantage of being old,” she 


said. “You don’t have to con­ 
form to anything.” 
She continued, “I’m looking 
forward to old age so I can dress 
eccentrical^.” 
Having already sold her home 
in Cape Girardeau and disposed 
of most of her household goods, 


Dean 
Flentge, 
immediately 
after her last day on the job, 
plans to move to New York City, 
which is where her daughters 
live. One 
is an executive 
recruiter and vice president of a 
firm and the other is a teacher of 
emotionally disturbed children J

CINCINNATI (AP) — They’re ptaying a waiting game in Cin­ 
cinnati — and they don’t seem to care who shows up at Riverfront 
Stadium Saturday. 
The Cincinnati Reds, fresh from their three-game sweep of 
Philadelphia in the National League playoffs, began looking ahead 
to the World Series.

Anderson said he believed “some of the younger players are 
hoping it will be in New York. But that’s because Yankee Stadium 
seats more than the Kansas City park and they’re figuring that 
playing New York will mean more money to them.” 
Gary Nolan, the right-hander who started the final game of the 
Reds’ playoff against the Phillies, said emphatically that he was 
hoping to play New York “because I figure it’s a once-in-a-lifetime 
shot. I’ve never seen Yankee Stadium except on television. And it 
would sure make me feel proud, standing out there on the mound.” 
Pete Rose also said he would prefer going against New York, but 
for a more practical reason “I know the Yankees’ pitchers better 
because I’ve faced most of them before,’ ’ he said. ‘ ‘I guess you might 
say it’s a psychological thing with me, but it always bothers me

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Missouri hunters can 
expect mixed bag in ’77

Missouri hunters this year can expect a mixed bag as 
far as success goes. 
Some species appear to be in good supply, especially 
rabbits. Others may be down, but not enough to cause 
worry. 
Deer hunting has taken over as Missouri’s most 
popular hunting sport. There were 221,472 firearms 
deer hunters in 1975. 
Rabbits, traditionally the most-sought-after game 
animal, attracted 219,477 hunters, who took nearly 2.1 
million cottontails. 
Squirrels made up the most numerous bag in 1975. 
Some 217,767 hunters took home 2,955,300 bushy tails. 
The outlook for squirrel hunters in 1976 is fairly good, 
but a hard freeze and drought have cut heavily into 
acorn and other nut production. 
That always cuts into the next year’s squirrel crop, so 
hunters may find slim pickings in 1977. 
Dove hunting should stay good until extreme cold 
weather. Drought induced farmers to cut corn for silage 
this year and silage cuts always are a set table for 
doves. Cold weather drives younger doves south, but 
older birds sometimes stick around all winter. 
\ Missouri’s duck season should be a good one, but the 
llong range forecast for ducks is pessimistic. Part of the 
problem is a developing drought cycle that already has 
resulted in a decline in several species (9 per cent 
overall, ranging from 3 percent on canvasbacks to 27 
percent on bluewing teal). 
The state also showed a decline in its only native 
nesting duck, the wood duck, totaling nine per cent. 
Rabbit production is the highest since 1959, with an 
average statewide of 1.1 rabbit per square mile. 
Quail surveys, complicated by extreme drought, 
show an adequate production for bird hunters, but 
nothing to rave about. 
Missouri goose hunters are reaping the reward of 
their patience several years ago. In 1968, goose 
managers decided that increasing pressure on the 
eastern prairie population - made it necessary to in­ 
crease the post-season size of the flock. 
But, in the spring of 1969, a disastrous snowstorm on 
Hudson’s Bay breeding grounds cut heavily into the 
flock. Hunters saw the quotas drop from 25,000 at Swan 
Lake to 14,000 as goose managers tried to restore the 
health of the flock and to reach the 200,000 post-season 
population level. 
It all came together last season, when the quota rose 
again to 25,000 without damaging the breeding 
population. This year, once again, the quota is still 
25,000 and the future for the big birds is bright. 
Most game is at least average in numbers. Despite a 
51,000-deer harvest last year, the deer population looks 
good. Most areas have slightly more restrictive seasons 
this year to allow the doe population to recover from the 
loss of nearly 20,000 animals in the total 1975 harvest. 
Deer biologists think that the Ozark area of the state 
is far below the deer population it could sustain without 
damage to the habitat 
They think most areas of north Missouri are near the 
optimum level, but many Ozark counties could double 
their deer population and still have good habitat. 
Missouri deer listing has grown astonishingly in the last 
few years. Only 10 years ago, in 1966, there were 28,423 
deer taken by 142,518 hunters. 
In 1975, gun and bowhunters took a record 53,673 deer 
and the number of hunters had leaped to near the 
quarter-million mark.

Many not 
clear about 
gun laws 


There 
are 
many 
myths 
floating about concerning the 
gun laws of Missouri. It would be 
good to find out just what a 
hunter or sportsman can do or 
cannot do with his gurv-whether 
it be a rifle, shotgun or pistol. 
Sawed off rifles or shotguns or 
machine guns, obviously, are 
banned in Missouri. But try to 
visualize the questions any 
sportsman would ask if he were 
entering the state with guns or 
if he were purchasing a gun for 
the first time. 
As for carrying a gun on the 
street openly, there is no law 
against it. As long as you don’t 
try to conceal it. 
Is it legal, then, for a farmer 
to carry his guns on a rack 
across the back window of his 
pickup? Yes, it is legal, as long 
as he isn’t flashing his lights 
across fields at night looking for 
game. 
According to Missouri laws 
you technically could carry a 
pistol in each hand down the 
street as long as you don’t 
flourish it in a menacing, angry 
or threatening manner. But 
whether concealed or in plain 
view, you cannot take a gun into 
a public assembly- whether it 
be a picnic or church. 
According to Sgt. Floyd 
Dunlap of the Kirkwood Police, 
one of countless communities 
which may have its own laws, 
you can walk down the street 
with a pistol in each hand and be 
legal “But we’d have a dozen 
calls in a few minutes and we’d 
have to check you out. We’d 
want to make sure you were 
peaceful.” 
It would be impossible to write 
a 
brochure on gun laws, 
especially concealed weapons. 
All 
laws 
depend 
on 
cir­ 
cumstances and intent. Even a 
farmer on his own land, under 
certain 
conditions, 
can 
be 
arrested for carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon. 
If you carry a gun on your 
floorboard at night it is con­ 
sidered a concealed weapon 
because the darkness hides it. 
The Public Safety Firearms 
Code says no youngster 16 years 
of age or younger may carry a 
gun without being accompanied 
by an adult 21 or older-much 
less fire that gun. This ap­ 
parently also covers farm kids. 
And no gun may be fired 
across any road or highway, 
sidewalk or park. And you 
cannot fire from a boat, nor can 
you fire across or into the 
Missouri, 
Mississippi 
or 
Meramec Rivers or any lake or 
reservoir. 
To hunt on someone else’s 
property you must have per­ 
mission from the owner. 
And, 
of 
course, 
most 
municipalities won’t let you fire 
a gun within the city limits. 
The Missouri Conservation 
Department, of course, has its 
firearm rules for hunting. The 
worst offense is jacklighting for 
deer. Carrying a spot light in one 
hand and a gun in the other 
brings a swift fine. But you can 
use a flashlight and gun for 
hunting frogs and any fur- 
bearing animal such as a racoon 
when a dog is used to tree them. 
Any sporting gun, except a 
shotgun larger than 10 gauge, 
may be used to take game ex­ 
cept beaver, mink, muskrat and 
fish. 
Pistols and rifles may not be 
used on birds. And shotguns 
must be limited to three shells. 
To buy a pistol, you need a 
permit from the county sheriff.

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Point values for ducks change 


Waterfowl regulations for 1976 have been set in most 
states and, despite some changes in the point value of 
certain species of ducks and an early morning rather 
than noon starting time on opening day, the seasons will 
be much the same as last year. 
Each year in August, guidelines are set for waterfowl 
seasons by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. Each 
state, then, must draw up their own season regulations 
within this federal framework, which are subject to 
approval by the federal agency. 
Some controversy errupted at this year’s Flyway 
Council meeting when, despite a report by the Fish and 
Wildlife Service that this year’s duck flight is down 
slightly from last year, the federal waterfowl managers 
set hunting guidelines that are more liberal than last 
year. Naturally, many of the biologists, who tend to be 
cautious in such matters, opposed these liberal 
guidelines. This eventually led to the warmed-over 
disputes between the northern and southern states in 
the Flyway Council, which resulted in nothing. The 
guidelines were adapted as proposed. 
Essentially, the big changes are in point values. Duck 
which were 90 points last year are worth 70 this year. 
All birds which were worth 35 points last year are 
valued at 25 this year. This means that a hunter who 


bags a 70 point duck, such as a mallard hen or wood 
duck, can take three more 10 point ducks that same day, 
rather than one more, which was the case last year 
when these ducks were worth 90 points. Naturally, it’s a 
good deal for the hunter. 
Hie big news this year, however, has nothing to do 
with point values or shooting hours or number of ducks. 
The critical factor surrounding this year’s water fowl 
season is the weather — a factor which single-handedly 
could cause waterfowl hunting this year to be the worse 
in years. 
For example, Swan Lake, Missouri’s popular goose 
and duck hunting area in the north- central part of the 
state, is completely dry. This is a lake which normally 
holds about 2000 acres of water. Silver Lake, the other 
main body of water in the Swan Lake Refuge, is low, but 
there is still some water there. 
Illinois officials report that the Mississippi and 
Illinois Rivers are lower than they’ve been in years. 
While this allows food plants to grow on the soft mud 
banks, it will not be enough to attract a substantial 
number of ducks. The water is just too low. This year, 
while oiling up your shotgun and building that blind, put 
in a few prayers for rain. Then, have at it. 
A 50- day, split season has been set for Missouri duck

hunters, opening Oct. 26 and running through Dec. 5, 
and opening again Dec. 26 and running through Jan. 3, 
1977. Shooting hours are one-half hour before sunrise to 
sunset with a daily limit of ducks that reaches or ex­ 
ceeds 100 points. 
The split season is something new for Missouri 
hunters, according to Mike Milonski, wildlife division 
chief of the Missouri Department of Conservation. 
“We thought we’d try the split season this year to see 
how it works.” Milonski said. “It is only an experiment 
which, if unsuccessful, will be dropped. What we’re 
trying to do is give the hunters in the southern portion of 
the state a crack at late birds.” 
Canvasbacks are worth 100 points with hunting closed 
to this species on the Mississippi River from Alton Dam 
north to the Iowa line. Ducks valued at 70 points are 
mallard hens, wood ducks, black ducks, red heads and 
hooded mergansers. Pintail, teal, gadwall, scaup, 
shoveller and mergansers (other than hooded) are all 
worth 10 points. All other ducks, including mallard 
drakes, baldpate, goldeneye, etc., are worth 25 points. 
Goose hunters will have a 45 day season beginning 
Oct. 26 and running through Dec. 10 with a daily limit of 
1 Canada and 1 whitefront, and a possession limit of 2 
Canadas and 2 whitefronts. 
The Swan Lake zone will have a quota of 25,000 birds 
, with hunting to begin Oct. 26 and running until Dec. 10, 
or until the quota is reached, whichever comes first. 
Goose hunting in the Lower Mississippi Zone will also 
run 45 days, beginning Dec. 7 to Jan. 21, 1977. Daily 
limit is 2 Canadas or 2 Whitefront; or 1 of each with a 
possession limit of 4 birds in the aggregate, no more 
than 2 of which can be Canadas. 
Goose hunting for Blue and Snow Geese will open Oct 
26 and run for 70 days, closing Jan. 3, 1977. The daily 
and possession limit on these birds is 5, which presents 
a variety of possibilities. A hunter may take five Blue or 
five Snow geese, or a combination of the two that equals 
five. Or, he may take one Canada and four Blues or 
Snows or one Canada and one Whitefront and three 
Blues or Snows - as long as the daily total does not 
exceed five geese.

For many hunters, the whitetail deer is the biggest of 
game. 
Some never get the opportunity to hunt anything 
bigger. Others have hunted many species of large 
animals and consider the whitetails the most wary of 
the lot. 
In 1975, nearly a quarter of a million hunters took to 
the deer woods of Missouri. They harvested a record 
51,823 deer. 
Deer hunting is a combination of comraderie with 
other hunters and of doing it yourself - thinking man 
against an animal equipped with superlative senses of 
hearing, smell, sight and instinct. 
Last Year's large harvest was made because does 
were legal quarry at the beginning of the season. This 
year, the restrictions make does legal at the end of the 
season in some zones, illegal in others and place a quota 
on them in still others. 
In addition, hunting conditions are going to be much 
different in 1976. Drought and near-drought conditions 
will change the movement patterns the deer follow. 
Unless there are large amounts of rainfall between 
now and opening day (November 13), deer must visit 
farms ponds and the larger streams for water. Many 
small streams are dry. 
In addition, late spring frosts killed or damaged the 
nut and acorn crops in bottomland areas. The acorn 
crop is fair on the ridge tops. 
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The nine-day firearms season will run from Saturday, 
November 13, through Sunday, November 21. 
Management units l, 4,7 and 10 will be bucks-only for 
the entire season. 
Units 2 and 3 will be bucks-only November 13-19 and 
any deer November 20-21. 
Units 5, 6 and 12 will be bucks-only for the entire 
season, with quotas of antlerless deer set for each zone. 
The quotas are 2,500 for Unit 5,1,700 for Unit 9,1,000 
for Unit 6 and 4,500 for Unit 12 (a mistake in the early 
press releases from the department of Conservation 
had the Unit 12 quota setat 1,500. 
A special permit, obtained by application and a 
drawing, is needed to take an antlerless deer in a quota 
zone. 
To apply for an antlerless deer permit, send a post 
card with your name, address, zip code, unit applied for 
and the serial number from your firearms dear permit 
to the Wildlife Divison, Missouri Department of Con­ 
servation, 2901 North Ten Mile Drive, Jefferson City, 
Missouri 6510L 
Applications will be accepted until Friday, October 
15. A drawing for permits will be held after that date. 
In addition, any one Missouri resident owning a «ingi* 
tract of 80 or more acres of land and one additional 
member of his immediate household may request 
antlerless deer permits in those zones. 
The request must be accompanied by all of the in­ 
formation above (except farmers hunting on their own 
land need not purchase a firearms deer permit), plus a 
copy of the real property tax receipt. 
There are three basic methods of hunting deer-stand 
hunting (sitting ’em out), still hunting (easing along or 
stalking) and driving (a large noisy group chasing the 
deer to waiting standers). 
^ 
If the woods stay dry and therefore very noisy, still 
bulging will be difficult. Driving usually results in 
naming shots at the deer, which are hard to hit, and it 
can be dangerous.

The White House announced 
that Ford will hold a news con­ 
ference at 7:30 p.m. EDT today 
to discuss the special prose­ 
cutor's inquiry and answer que- 
sions on other subjects. It will 
be the President’s first formal 
news conference since Feb. 17. 
_ Word that Ford had been 
cleared of the charges came 
about the same time that Ford 


was rolling up his sleeve at the 
White House to receive a swine 
flu shot administered by his 
personal physician, Dr. William 
•Lukash. 
The President's inoculation 
attracted special attention in 
view of reports that more than 
a score of elderly persons have 
died after being given the 
shots Federal officials at the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta, Ga., say there is no 
evidence to link the deaths with 
the vaccinations, but several 
states have suspended their in­ 
oculation programs, at least 
temporarily. 
Democratic presidential nom­ 
inee Jimmy Carter, meanwhile, 
was flying to New York to be­ 
gin another three-day stint of 
campaigning that will take him 
to Detroit, Kansas City and 
several cities in Ohio.

If tax reform is needed, Bond 
said it should not be done in a 
system struggling to survive.

The state financial assistance 
program could not stand that 
kind of shock, Bond said 
The 818 million would have to 
be recovered through a broad 
range of taxes.

Someone murdered Orlando Otelier — brutally, by a 
bomb attached to his car — while he was driving to work 
in Washington, D.C. 
Mr. Otelier was a person of some political prominence. 
A one time Chilean ambassador to the United States, he 
was later minister of defense under the Marxist regime 
of Salvador Allende. Since Allende was overthrown in 
1973, Otelier has been a bitter opponent of the present 
military junta which rules Chile. So it was immediately 
assumed, apparently by just about everyone, that it was 
the junta which ordered and engineered Otelier’s 
murder. And it has sparked a great hue and cry among 
those opposed to the junta, blaming it for the atrocity and 
calling for the U.S. to cease all support for such an 
allegedly murderous government.The whole Left, in fact, 
has seized upon the crime as a cause celebre. 
Which certainly makes us wonder a bit who it really 
was who killed Mr. Otelier. Keep in mind that so far there 
is no proof of any kind that the Chilean Government was 
responsible. That is supposed to be taken as so obvious 
that no proof is necessary. Why then, we ask, would the 
junta be so stupid as to invite such condemnation?

Unemployment even in 
the rarest building skills runs up 
to 60 and 70 per cent 
Competition for work is razor 
sharp among the predominantly 
white craftsmen members of the

Republican Senator rams home 
his racial point - still one of the 
major issues, though now as 
undiscussed in the marketplace 
as once upon an ancient time

"Unless something is done to 
stop quota’ hiring, the seniority 
rule could well be declared 
illegal," Buckley says 
"My 
office has been working closely 
with Local 28, of the Sheet Metal 
Union in New York, to stop this

kind of discrimination." 
This local has often been cited 
as a violator of the rights of 
minority workers and of af­ 
firmative action policies 
Buckley refers to his “ bill S. 
3069, 
the Anti-Discrimination 
Act of 1976" and he avers that it 
"would eliminate ‘goals and 
timetables' of affirmative action 
programs, 
thereby 
ensuring 
that hiring and promotion is 
based on merit, not on quotas. 
Reverse discrimination, which 
has worked against so many 
workers in New York state, has 
hurt their families as well."

candid bid by adding that, "with 
your help and the help of the 
members of your union, 1 will be 
able to carry on the fight for six 
more years.

Longtime administrator is 
retiring from SeMo State

University will lose a longtime 
administrator 
Friday 
when 
Mary Helen Flentge retires as 
associate dean of students. 
But through Dean Flentge. a 
1932 graduate of the University 
of Missouri, will no longer be on 
the 
cam pus, 
she 
will 
be 
remembered 
there 
for 
her 
philosophy of education and her 
outspoken views. 
The dean has long felt that 
students should be accorded 
m ore 
respect and respon­ 
sibilities 
than 
they 
usually 
receive. 
‘‘The most obvious fault there 
is in education today is the lack 
of respect shown to students," 
said Dean Flentge. 
‘‘There’s damn little of it," 
added the outspoken dean. “Too 
many educators have no respect 
for their students. To them, 
they’re all brats." 
Dean Flentge believes this to 
be a serious under-estimation of 
the quality of today’s youth. 
“Students respond to the level at 
which they are treated," she 
said. “ If you assume they are 
men and women, you hand them 
a certain amount of maturity. If 
they don’t come up to it, well, 
it’s something to look up for,” 
she continued 
Instead 
of 
surpressing 
students. Dean Flentge believes 
they should be encouraged 
“ It 
is important to com­ 
municate a level of expectation 
they can obtain, and not one 
where you hitch your wagon to a 
star Few of of us will be stars 
and none of us needs to be a 
failure every night.” she said. 


Dean Flentge was recruited 
for her position in 1958 by former 
university 
president 
Mark 
Scully, while she was pursuing a 
m aster’s 
degree 
at 
the 
University of Missouri. Though 
hired as the associate dean of 
students, she quickly became, at 
least unofficially, dean of 
women. 
She had some reservations 
about 
the 
unofficial 
title, 
remembering 
the 
deans 
of 
women she had known to be 
“pigeon-breasted, 
unsmiling 
people." 
However, her major concern 
in the beginning was about 
enforcing discipline. She wasn't 
sure she could be a strict 
disciplinarian. 
However, 
she 
came to believe that discipline, 
not necessarily of a violent 
nature, 
can 
be a 
valuable 
learning tool. 
"I never asked students to like 
discipline, but I asked them to 
understand the necessity,” said 
Dean Flentge. 
One of the dean’s main regrets 
during her stay at Southeast 
Missouri State has been the 
rapid growth in enrollment. 
“The growth has bothered 
me,” she said, adding. “When it 
was below 2,000, I knew most of 
the students, or at least the 
groups they were assocated 
with. After it reached 3,000, I 
lost communication. " 
Dean Flentge, who joined the 
SeMo State staff after raising 
two 
daughters, has 
strong 
feelings about the treatment of 
women, both on the campus and. 
in society at large. 
“Women are chattel; that’s 
the traditional role women have 


played,” she declared. 
The 
dean 
— 
who 
can 
remember the days at SeMo 
State 
when 
women 
weren’t 
allowed off-campus in slacks, 
when shorts were forbidden in 
Academic Hall and when hand 
holding between students on 
campus was prohibited — has 
always championed the cause of 
women students. 
She 
was 
particularly 
in­ 
strumental in the revision of the 
campus 
policy 
on 
women’s 
hours 
After several years of trying, 
a key system was initiated for 
sophomore, junior and senior 
women. Several more years 
went by, and the system was 
extended to freshman women, 
effectively abolishing women’s 
hours, a move Dean Flentge felt 
long overdue. 
“ It's assumed that each young 
person who comes to college has 
the responsibility of a key,” said 
the dean, again referring to the 
respect for students as people 
which she feels is all too often 
lacking 
What lies ahead for Dean 
Flentge? 
According 
to 
her, 
enjoyment of retirement. 
"I’m outspoken 
That’s an 
advantage of being old,” she 


said “You don’t have to con­ 
form to anything.’’ 
She continued, “I’m looking 
forward to ok! age so I can dress 
eccentrically.” 
Having already sold her home 
in Cape Girardeau and dispo6ed 
of most of her household goods, 


Dean 
Flentge, 
immediately 
after her last day on the job, 
plans to move to New York City, 
which is where her daughters 
live. 
One 
is 
an 
executive 
recruiter and vice president of a 
firm and the other is a teacher of 
emotionally disturbed children. 


What does she plan to do first?

This little volume bears the 
subtitle ‘‘A Playful History of 
Librarians and Their World 
from the Stone Age to the Dis­ 
tant Future,” and a lucky thing 
it does, lest the browsing read­ 
er, unfamiliar with Richard Ar­ 
mour’s penchant for pun and 
games, takes it to be the story 
of theatrical agents who like 
their work. 
The jacket blurb promises 
that this is a "largely factual” 
account, but the history is a 
little hard to keep track of 
when viewed through the au­ 
thor’s wry eye.

food which the students will 
like.”

staff is variety, and they try to 
include different kinds of food, 
giving the students a choice.

plentiful. By the placing of quotas and other restric­ 
tions on the amunt of game that can be taken, the 
delicate balance between the wildlife population and 
the amount of food available to them is scientifically 
maintained. For these things, the hunter must get 
most of the credit.

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Missouri hunters can 
expect mixed bag in ’77

Missouri hunters this year can expect a mixed bag as 
far as success goes. 
Some species appear to be in good supply, especially 
rabbits. Others may be down, but not enough to cause 
worry. 
Deer hunting has taken over as Missouri’s most 
popular hunting sport. There were 221,472 firearms 
deer hunters in 1975. 
Rabbits, traditionally the most-sought-after game 
animal, attracted 219,477 hunters, who took nearly 2.1 
million cottontails. 
Squirrels made up the most numerous bag in 1975. 
Some 217,767 hunters took home 2,955,300 bushy tails. 
The outlook for squirrel hunters in 1976 is fairly good, 
but a hard freeze and drought have cut heavily into 
acorn and other nut production. 
That always cuts into the next year’s squirrel crop, so 
hunters may find slim pickings in 1977. 
Dove hunting should stay good until extreme cold 
weather. Drought induced farmers to cut corn for silage 
this year and silage cuts always are a set table for 
doves. Cold weather drives younger doves south, but 
older birds sometimes stick around all winter. 
\ 
Missouri’s duck season should be a good one, but the 
|long range forecast for ducks is pessimistic. Part of the 
problem is a developing drought cycle that already has 
resulted in a decline in several species (9 per cent 
overall, ranging from 3 percent on canvasbacks to 27 
percent on bluewing teal). 
The state also showed a decline in its only native 
nesting duck, the wood duck, totaling nine per cent. 
Rabbit production is the highest since 1959, with an 
average statewide of 1.1 rabbit per square mile. 
Quail surveys, complicated by extreme drought, 
show an adequate production for bird hunters, but 
nothing to rave about. 
Missouri goose hunters are reaping the reward of 
their patience several years ago. In 1968, goose 
managers decided that increasing pressure on the 
eastern prairie population - made it necessary to in­ 
crease the post-season size of the flock. 
But, in the spring of 1969, a disastrous snowstorm on 
Hudson’s Bay breeding grounds cut heavily into the 
flock. Hunters saw the quotas drop from 25,000 at Swan 
Lake to 14,000 as goose managers tried to restore the 
health of the flock and to reach the 200,000 post-season 
population level. 
It all came together last season, when the quota rose 
again to 25,000 without damaging the breeding 
population. This year, once again, the quota is still 
25,000 and the future for the big birds is bright. 
Most game is at least average in numbers. Despite a 
51,000-deer harvest last year, the deer population looks 
good. Most areas have slightly more restrictive seasons 
this year to allow the doe population to recover from the 
loss of nearly 20,000 animals in the total 1975 harvest. 
Deer biologists think that the Ozark area of the state 
is far below the deer population it could sustain without 
damage to the habitat. 
They think most areas of north Missouri are near the 
optimum level, but many Ozark counties could double 
their deer population and still have good habitat. 
Missouri deer luting has grown astonishingly in the last 
few years. Only 10 years ago, in 1966, there were 28,423 
deer taken by 142,518 hunters 
In 1975, gun and bowhunters took a record 53,673 deer 
and the number of hunters had leaped to near the 
quarter-million mark.

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Many not 
clear about 
gun laws 


There 
are 
many 
myths 
floating about concerning the 
gun laws of Missouri. It would be 
good to find out just what a 
hunter or sportsman can do or 
cannot do with his gun-whether 
it be a rifle, shotgun or pistol. 
Sawed off rifles or shotguns or 
machine guns, obviously, are 
banned in Missouri. But try to 
visualize 
the 
questions 
any 
sportsman would ask if he were 
entering the state with guns or 
if he were purchasing a gun for 
the first time. 
As for carrying a gun on the 
street openly, there is no law 
against it. As long as you don't 
try to conceal it. 
Is it legal, then, for a farmer 
to carry his guns on a rack 
across the back window of his 
pickup? Yes, it is legal, as long 
as he isn’t flashing his lights 
across fields at night looking for 
game. 
According to Missouri laws 
you technically could carry a 
pistol in each hand down the 
street as long as you don’t 
flourish it in a menacing, angry 
or threatening 
manner. 
But 
whether concealed or in plain 
view, you cannot take a gun into 
a public assembly- whether it 
be a picnic or church 
According 
to Sgt. 
Floyd 
Dunlap of the Kirkwood Police, 
one of countless communities 
which may have its own laws, 
you can walk down the street 
with a pistol in each hand and be 
legal “ But we’d have a dozen 
calls in a few minutes and we’d 
have to check you out. We’d 
want to make sure you were 
peaceful." 
It would be impossible to write 
a 
brochure on 
gun 
laws, 
especially concealed weapons. 
All 
laws 
depend 
on 
c ir­ 
cumstances and intent. Even a 
farmer on his own land, under 
certain 
conditions, 
can 
be 
arrested for carrying a con­ 
cealed weapon 
If you carry a gun on your 
floorboard at night it is con­ 
sidered a concealed weapon 
because the darkness hides it 
The Public Safety Firearms 
Code says no youngster 16 years 
of age or younger may carry a 
gun without being accompanied 
by an adult 21 or older-much 
less fire that gun. This ap­ 
parently alsocovers farm kids 
And no gun may be fired 
across any road or highway, 
sidewalk or park 
And you 
cannot fire from a boat, nor can 
you fire across or into the 
Missouri, 
Mississippi 
or 
Meramec Rivers or any lake or 
reservoir. 
To hunt on someone else’s 
property you must have per­ 
mission from the owner 
And. 
of 
course, 
most 
municipalities won’t let you fire 
a gun within the city limits. 
The 
Missouri Conservation 
Department, of course, has its 
firearm rules for hunting The 
worst offense is jacklighting for 
deer Carrying a spot light in one 
hand and a gun in the other 
brings a swift fine But you can 
use a flashlight and gun for 
hunting frogs and any fur- 
bearing animal such as a racoon 
when a dog is used to tree them. 
Any sporting gun, except a 
shotgun larger than )U gauge, 
may be used to take game ex­ 
cept beaver, mink, muskrat and 
fish 
Pistols and rifles may not be 
used on birds 
And shotguns 
must be limited to three shells 
To buy a pistol, you need a 
permit from the county sheriff 
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Duck Situation 
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Point values for ducks change 


Waterfowl regulations for 1976 have been set in most 
states and, despite some changes in the point value of 
certain species of ducks and an early morning rather 
than noon starting time on opening day, the seasons will 
be much the same as last year. 
Each year in August, guidelines are set for waterfowl 
seasons by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. Each 
state, then, must draw up their own season regulations 
within this federal framework, which are subject to 
approval by the federal agency. 
Some controversy errupted at this year’s Flyway 
Council meeting when, despite a report by the Fish and 
Wildlife Service that this year’s duck flight is down 
slightly from last year, the federal waterfowl managers 
set hunting guidelines that are more liberal than last 
year. Naturally, many of the biologists, who tend to be 
cautious in such matters, opposed these liberal 
guidelines. This eventually led to the warmed-over 
disputes between the northern and southern states in 
the Flyway Council, which resulted in nothing. The 
guidelines were adapted as proposed. 
Essentially, the big changes are in point values. Duck 
which were 90 points last year are worth 70 this year. 
All birds which were worth 35 points last year are 
valued at 25 this year. This means that a hunter who 


bags a 70 point duck, such as a mallard hen or wood 
duck, can take three more 10 point ducks that same day, 
rather than one more, which was the case last year 
when these ducks were worth 90 points. Naturally, it’s a 
good deal for the hunter. 
The big news this year, however, has nothing to do 
with point values or shooting hours or number of ducks. 
The critical factor surrounding this year’s water fowl 
season is the weather — a factor which single-handedly 
could cause waterfowl hunting this year to be the worse 
in years. 
For example, Swan Lake, Missouri’s popular goose 
and duck hunting area in the north- central part of the 
state, is completely dry. This is a lake which normally 
holds about 2000 acres of water. Silver Lake, the other 
main body of water in the Swan Lake Refuge, is low, but 
there is still some water there. 
Illinois officials report that the Mississippi and 
Illinois Rivers are lower than they’ve been in years. 
While this allows food plants to grow on the soft mud 
banks, it will not be enough to attract a substantial 
number of ducks. The water is just too low. This year, 
while oiling up your shotgun and building that blind, put 
in a few prayers for rain. Then, have at it. 
A 50-- day, split season has been set for Missouri duck

hunters, opening Oct. 26 and running through Dec. 5, 
and opening again Dec. 26 and running through Jan. 3, 
1977. Shooting hours are one-half hour before sunrise to 
sunset with a daily limit of ducks that reaches or ex­ 


ceeds 100 points. 
The split season is something new for Missouri 
hunters, according to Mike Milonski, wildlife division 
chief of the Missouri Department of Conservation. 
‘‘We thought we’d try the split season this year to see 
how it works.” Milonski said. ‘‘It is only an experiment 
which, if unsuccessful, will be dropped. What we’re 
trying to do is give the hunters in the southern portion of 
the state a crack at late birds.” 
Canvasbacks are worth 100 points with hunting closed 
to this species on the Mississippi River from Alton Dam 
north to the Iowa line. Ducks valued at 70 points are 
mallard hens, wood ducks, black ducks, red heads and 
hooded mergansers. Pintail, teal, gadwall, scaup, 
shoveller and mergansers (other than hooded) are all 
worth 10 points. All other ducks, including mallard 
drakes, baldpate, goldeneye, etc., are worth 25 points. 
Goose hunters will have a 45 day season beginning 
Oct. 26 and running through Dec. 10 with a daily limit of 
1 Canada and 1 whitefront, and a possession limit of 2 
Canadas and 2 whitefronts. 
The Swan Lake zone will have a quota of 25,000 birds 
B with hunting to begin Oct. 26 and running until Dec. 10, 
or until the quota is reached, whichever comes first. 
Goose hunting in the Lower Mississippi Zone will also 
run 45 days, beginning Dec. 7 to Jan. 21, 1977. Daily 
limit is 2 Canadas or 2 Whitefront; or 1 of each with a 
possession limit of 4 birds in the aggregate, no more 
than 2 of which can be Canadas. 
Goose hunting for Blue and Snow Geese will open Oct 
26 and run for 70 days, closing Jan. 3, 1977. The daily 
and possession limit on these birds is 5, which presents 
I wui a variety of possibilities. A hunter may take five Blue or 
4 9 * five Snow geese, or a combination of the two that equals 
five. Or, he may take one Canada and four Blues or 
I Snows or one Canada and one Whitefront and three

For many hunters, the whitetail deer is the biggest of 
game. 
Some never get the opportunity to hunt anything 
bigger. Others have hunted many species of large 
animals and consider the whitetails the most wary of 
the lot. 
In 1975, nearly a quarter of a million hunters took to 
the deer woods of Missouri. They harvested a record 
51,823 deer. 
Deer hunting is a combination of comraderie with 
other hunters and of doing it yourself - thinking man 
against an animal equipped with superlative senses of 
hearing, smell, sight and instinct. 
Last Year’s large harvest was made because does 
were legal quarry at the beginning of the season. This 
year, the restrictions make does legal at the end of the 
season in some zones, illegal in others and place a quota 
«1 them in still others. 
In addition, hunting conditions are going to be much 
different in 1976. Drought and near-drought conditions 
will change the movement patterns the deer follow. 
Unless there are large amounts of rainfall between 
now and opening day (November 13), deer must visit 
farms ponds and the larger streams for water. Many 
small streams are dry. 
In addition, late spring frosts killed or damaged the 
nut and acorn crops in bottomland areas. The acorn 
crop is fair on the ridge top6. 


The nine-day firearms season will run from Saturday, 
November 13, through Sunday, November 21. 
Management units 1, 4,7 and 10 will be bucks-only for 
the entire season. 
Units 2 and 3 will be bucks-only November 13-19 and 
any deer November 20-21. 
Units 5, 6 and 12 will be bucks-only for the entire 
season, with quotas of antlerless deer set for each zone. 
The quotas are 2,500 for Unit 5, 1,700 for Unit 9,1,000 
for Unit 6 and 4,500 for Unit 12 (a mistake in the early 
press releases from the department of Conservation 
had the Unit 12 quota set at 1,500. 
A special permit, obtained by application and a 
drawing, is needed to take an antlerless deer in a quota 
zone. 
To apply for an antlerless deer permit, send a post 
card with your name, address, zip code, unit applied for 
and the serial number from your firearms deer permit 
to the Wildlife Divison, Missouri Department of Con­ 
servation, 2901 North Ten Mile Drive, Jefferson City, 
Missouri 65101. 
Applications will be accepted until Friday, October 
15. A drawing for permits will be held after that date. 
In addition, any one Missouri resident owning a single 
tract erf 80 or more acres of land and one additional 
member of his immediate household may request 
antlerless deer permits in those zones. 
The request must be accompanied by all of the in­ 
formation above (except farmers hunting on their own 
land need not purchase a firearms deer permit), plus a 
copy of the real property tax receipt. 
There are three basic methods of hunting deer-stand 
hunting (sitting ’em out), still hunting (easing along or 
stalking) and driving (a large noisy group chasing the 
deer to waiting standers). 
If the woods stay dry and therefore very noisy, still 
hunting will be difficult. Driving usually results in 
running shots at the deer, which are hard to hit, and it 
can be dangerous. 
Somewhere between 90 and 95 per cent of all deer in 
Missouri ¿je taken from stands Tree stands are legal, 
b* if you cltnb a tree, care must be taken not to fall and 
in the habfting of firearms.

Archery turkey hunting provides challenge 


Missouri bowhunters have a 
month-long try at bagging an 
elusive wild turkey. 
The fall archery turkey season 
runs through Oct. 31. 
Most archers are content to 
frustrate themselves by trying 
to bag a wiley white-tail deer 
with 
their 
limited-range 
weapons. To take a smaller, 
sharper-eyed and much more 
wary turkey seems to be almost 
an impassibility. 
Yet, in 1975 a total of 52 big 
birds were felled by arrows A 
total of 1,568 archers purchased 
the necessary fall turkey per­ 
mit. 
John B. Lewis, the Missouri 
Department of Conservation s 
foremast turkey expert, predicts 
hunters will be seeing plenty of 
turkeys this fall. 
However, 
they 
may 
find 
hunting a bit tougher than last 
year because the birds are older 
and smarter 
The 
average 
adult 
hen 
produced 3.5 poults in 1975 and 
only 2.9 poults in 1976 Lewis 
speculated that early spring 
weather 
started 
the hens 
nesting, but late spring frosts 
and cold caused a high mortality 
in the young 
However, he added that for 
Missouri to maintain a “status 
quo" 
on its good turkey 
population, adult hens need to 
produce an average of 2.6 poults 
each. 
So, the state has a good turkey 
population How do you find 
them in the fall and tnen bag one 
with a bow and arrow? 
Depending 
upon 
October’s 
weather, Lewis suggests luting 
the ridge tops and along the 
edge* of fields That's where 
most turkey foods are to be 


found. 
The spring frosts heavily 
damaged the acorn crops in the 
bottoms and valleys, but left 
them along the ridges Acorns 
are a favored turkey chow 


He added that the birds now 
are 
feeding on the large 
population of grasshoppers to be 
found along the edges of fields. 
The turkeys should stay with the 
grasshoppers as long as the 
jumpers are around

particularly in the late evening

clothing is very important. 
While spring gobbler hunting 
is a game of imitating a love­ 
sick hen to bring a strutting 
gobbler close, fall hunting is a 
different ball game. 
The most effective calls are 
those imitating a lost bird or a 
mother hen trying to collect her 
scattered brood 
The hen will use an almost 
continuous series of “clucks” to 
bring the birds back together 
The young use the “lost hen"

Quail season set 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. — The Missouri quail 
season has been set with dates and bag limits identical 
to 1975. The season will open Nov. 10 and run through 
Jan. 15 with a daily limit of eight and possession limit of 
16. 
“We’re in a drouth year,” says Jack Stanford, quail 
biologist for the Department of Conservation. “ But it’s 
an agricultural drouth, not a bird drouth." 
Stanford said quail have been spared with extremely 
high temperatures that, combined with drough, would 
have a heavy effect on nesting. According to Stanford, 
quail had a good early nest and a fair August next, 
somewhat hurt by drouth. 
Overall, the production index — a figure which 
represents the average number of broods seen by ob­ 
servers statewide — is nine, compared to eight in 1975.

River Zone is from Dec. 7 to Jan. 20. 
The state wide Illinois goose season opens Oct. 23 and 
continues through Dec. 31.
